a reformation Itself. If reports are true, heaven knons 
there was need of it- Tho old management was retired 
and a new administration took charge, Inaugurating a 
re^me oE kindness and sympathy, and adding greatly to 
the material comforts of the prisoners 


Now, Its fame, has spread so widely that girls and 


young women from all parts of the state aro seeking 
admission, according the New York" Post,, and special 
quarters are being prepared to care for the influx. 


The Post reproduces the statement of one girl 'as 


CMdence, of Ihe reason why a large number arc now 
trying to "break into" tho reformatoiy. 


"Bedford's a home. They can say what they like 


about It. but it's a home to me. Where else can a gill 
luuc the fun she has hcrj\

No Such Thing as Mysterious 


Science 


BY GARRET P. SERVISS. 


Famous Astranomer and Writer on 
Scientific Topics of Popular Interest. 


The Abbe Th. Moreau, director of 


the observatory of Bourses, France, 
in a new book, which many will find 
fascinating on "The Mysterious Sci- 
ence of the Pharaohs," argues for the 
opinion that man has fallen from a 
more perfect state instead oC rising 
from a more imperfect one, and sup- 
ports his argument by quoting evi- 
dence that the builders of the great 
pyramid of Cheops applied certain 
astronomical data'in their work with 
a degree of accuracy.not shown even 
in the construction of some modern 
observatories. 


"What he says of the extraordinary 


perfection of workmanship and the 
surprising 
mastery 
of mechanical 


power exhibited by the 
pyramid 


builders in the valley of the Jsile, 
four or five thousand years ago, is 
quite correct, but he seems to have 
an exaggerated, estimate 
of 
the 


amount of knowledge required for 
their achievements 
• Their pole star was not the Alpha 
Ursae MInoris, which serves up in I 
that capacity, but 
the star 
now j 


known as Alpha TJraconis. In a land ( 
of starry skies like Egypt the rela- 
tive fixity of this star, while all the j 
others seemed to revolve around' it, i 
was a fact of easy observation. 
' 
Near it on one side was the bowl • 


of the "Little Dipper," with the con- j 
sp'icuous star Beta, Ursae Minoris, J 
and 
on the 
opposite side, equally j 


near, the handle of the "Great Dip- 1 
per." 
' 
I 
Nobody could help noticing that 


these conspicuous star-groups had a j 
diurnal motion around the pole star , 
(Alpha Draconis.) It was the simplest I 
of astronomical observations It was i 
easier to perceive the central, 
or 


axial, position of the pole star then, 
than it is to 'day. 


There remained the problem of fix- 


ing the position of the real pole, 
around which, in a small circle, the 
pole star revolved. This, of course, 
required skill, but only the simplest 
geometrical knowledge. It 
waa 
a 


question to be solved by careful ob- 
servation and measurement, not by 
"mysteri6us science.'.!. Its nature was 
as clear as day; there was not a whiff 
of the smoke of mystery about 
it. 


That the astronomer-priests of the 
time were able to make such exact 
observations la, 
indeed, 
surprising, 


but it implies no other kind of su- 
peiioriti' than uncommon correctness 
of eye and manual dexterity, 
and 


these were exhibited by many of the 
neolithic cave-dwellers, who 
made 


out of such materials as hone and 
ftint articles of marvelous perfec- 
tion of form and delicacy of finish. 


It is true that we do not know 


the history of the admirable prac- 
tical science o the builders 
of the 


Great P>ramld, and we do not know 
—though we can guess, considering 
the 
part that 
wonder-mongerlng j 


played in the religious practices of\ 
those times—why this knowledge wag i 
not communicated outside of the nar- j 
row circle of the elect. But we can 
plainly see that It was not knowl- 
edge requiring for its acquirement 
or possession any special revelation 
from on high, or any extraordinary 
intellectual development. 


As to the cryptic speculations of 


Piazzt Smith concerning the "divine 
purpose" embodied in the building 
of the pyramid of Cheops, which the 
Abbe Moreux revives, and the imag- 
inary fundamental system of units of 
measurement petrified In the relative 
dimensions of the gigantic pile of 
masonry, we may set them aside as 
delusive, though interesting, dreams. 


The abbe makes a long jump when 


he goes from the pyramid builders to 
the pre-historic Cro-Magmons, 
and 


finishes with a heedless plunge when 
he asserts that it appears Just 
as 


natural to consider tho men of the 
Stone Age as 
degenerates 
("veri- 


tables degrades") as to believe 
in 


their primitive state of savagery. 


Jt Is true that there are tribes 


yet living who are, or recently have 
been, in the stone age of culture. 


living much as the pre-hlstoric races 
did; 
but what does that indicate if 


not that tlie stone age Is naturally 
a first step in human existence. 


Both history and pre-history ac- 


cord in showing that 
the line of 


progress is from 
savagery, through 


barbarism, to civilization; and that 
successive civilizations, though 
the 


primacy has often shifted from one 
nation or race to another, always 
tend to spread wider and rise higher 
There is no evidence anywhere of a 
fall of the race of man He has never 
gone backward, except temporarily 
and locallj', and then only in exter- 
nals. He has never possessed 
any 


mysterious science. Science is anti- 
podal to mystery.

In a sing le day the people of tho country make use 
of 115,008,492 quart-s of milk. 
This m akes one quart for 
every man, woman ahd child in the country. The milk, 
however, i.s not all used In its orig inal form, for from it 
are m.ulo 1,38.3,561 pounds of butter. 1,095,890 pounds of 
cheese and 2,819,315 quarts of ice'cream. 
The eonsum p- 
llon per capita of these products has increa.scd rapi'dly 
In the past few years, m aking a strong arg um ent In 
favor of the deielopm ent of theNlatry industry. 
Nearly one third of the total am ount spent for food, 
according tn fig ures compiled by the Scientific .Amer­ 
ican. g oes for bread, potatoes, fyult.s, sug ar and other 
tliing.s of vog etal)le orig in, while the other tw o-th irds 
plu.'ifis paid out for meat, fi.sh, c,ggs, butter, cheese, lard 
milk, etc.

builders in the valley of the Nile, 
fo u r or five thousand yeara ag o, is 
quite correct, but he seem s to have 
an 
exag g erated 
estim ate 
of 
the 
am ount of know ledg e required for 
their achievem ents. 
Their pole star w as not the Alpha 
Ursae Mlnorls, which serves up in 
that capacity, 
but 
the star 
now j 
known us Alpha Draconis. In a land 
of starry skies like E g ypt the rela­ 
tive fixity of this star, w hile all the 
others seemed to revolve around it, j 
was a fact of easy observation.

Near it on one side w as the bowl i 
of the “ Little Dipper,” w ith the con- 1 
spicuous star B eta U rsae
